The Garri- 
fon cofifting of 1200 Men, and his Royal Highnefs 
havirg hardly more han 3000 Men to carry on the 
A:tack, be bas caus'd 4 Buttallions to come. to his 
Camp. to be the beter able to oppofe their Sallies. 
Deferters from the Caftle report, that the Major of. 
the Place is kill'd, and the Governour dangeroufly 
wounded by a Piece of a Bomb. His Royal High- 
nefs has fignified to the Garrifon, that they are not 
to expect any other Capitulation than to be made 
Prifoners of War. 1 

Milvn, Dec. 7. Prince Eugene is taken up with 
viewing the Condition of the Places of this Dutchy, 
and "tis believ’d he will go and view the Attack of 
the Caftle of Modena before he comes hither ;
